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17. Discipline. 
Resumé of Report. 


Report is furnished in view of interest in subjeot 
of Military Justice in the U.S. Army. The report in it- 
self is already a sumiary of a lengthy process. 


The subject of military justice in the United States Army wus 
an acute question during the World War, and has been more so 
Bince the Armistice. 

Therefore, the writer askea for, and obtained an outline of 
the procedure used in the Army of this ccuntry when a person un- 
der military jurisdiction commits an offense. 

There is inclosed herewith the original procedure in Spanish 
from the time the act is committed to its final settlement. 

A complete translation of the procedure is given below. There 
is also inolosed herewith the Digesto de Guerra, 1907. It 
should be particularly noted that there are no military courts 
exoept in the Federal Carital. 


Outline of Procedure. 


mnen a person inthe military service commits an offense 
wnich is punishable by suspension of duties, arrest for more 
than tivo months, or extension of service for more than three 
months, the officer of the day or other officer designated by 
the Commander of the Regiment, proceeds to prepare an imme- 
diate report (prevencion sumaria) taking declarations from 
witnesses (without oath) declaration of the acoused, and orders 
the detention of the accused in the oase of a penal offense, 
and undertukes whatever other procedures are neoessary and ur- 
gent for proof of the offense. He draws up a summary of the 
case, giving his opinion, and sends it to the Commander of 
Regiment or of the unit. 

This Commander, if the offense comes within his jurisdiction, 
awards the punishment oorresponding, and the "prevenoion" is 
filed. 

If not within his jurisdiction, the "prevenoion" is sent 
to the Brigade Commander, who proceeds in the same way, and 
forwards it to the Division Commander if necessary. 

The Conmander of the Division, after obtaining opinion of 
his judge advocate, oonfers punishment if within his juris- 
diction, but if the punishment corresponding is beyond his 
power, the "prevencion" is forwarded to the Ministry of War; 
but, in the oase of a penal offense, the Commander of the 
Division orders charges prepared{instrucoién de sumario) the 
"prevencion" is sent to a "Judge of Instruction (Yuez de ins- 
truccio6n) who calls up the witnesses anew, and the accused, 


and orders the confinement of the offender, and carries out all 


ois 


proceaures Tor proving the offense, ali its Circumstances, who 
ace the autsors, accouplices, etc. 

Once the "sumcrio" is drawn up, the "juez de instvuccion" de- 
livers same to the Ccmaander of the Division who forwards it 
to tne Ministry of War. 

The Ministry of War cbtains tne opinicn of tne Judge Advocate 
General for Army & Navy, and orders anvlification of the 
"sunario" or tne provisicnal suspensicn cr terminaticn of sane; 
Cctherwise he awards punishment for the offense~---- if it does 
not constitute a penel act; or the elevation of the case for 
final decision, that is to say, sending of tne judicial records 
and the accused to the Permanent Wer Council. 

There are two of these Ccuncils for troops (ccnscrirts,volun- 
teer soldiers, corrorals ana ser;<ants), and the Councils are 
composed of six majors or lieutenant colcnels anu a colonel as 
president. There is a judge advocate wno gives his finding, 
makes out sentence, but has no vote. There is also a fixed 
Council for officers of Army and Navy, ccncose: of four colonels 
of the Army and two captains of the Navy. The President is 
& General of Division or Bri.ade, or 4 Rear or Vice-Admiral. 

These Councils hold cublic session, in the presence of the 
accused. They hear the accus.tion of the permanent attorney, 
the defense by counsel selected by the accused, or by the 
President of the Council, if the accused does not select his 
counsel. 

The requirements to establish proof before thé Council are 
limited to the following: 

Recognition of places, objects,documents, technical retorts, 
confirmation of the "sumazrio" by witnesses present. Further 
declarations by witnesses present, in the case of common penal 
acts. 

Once the cublic hearing has conie tc an end, the Council holds 
& secret session, the judge advocate draws up questions on the 
offense, each member votes on each question, and is proved 
or not proved, a decision being arrived at by majority. 

Then a vote is taken as to whether the act constitutes a 
penal offense, and the majority decides on punishment to be 
imposed. The session terminates by the drawing up of sentence 
by Judge Advocate, and this is signed by the President and 
members of the Council. 

An appeal on the sentence imvosed by the Council may be made 
to the Supreme Ccuncil for Army and yavy when the law has been 
violated in the sentence, or when there is some transgression 
on lezal fornis. 

This Ccunoil is comnosed of three Generals of the Army, two 
admirals of the Navy, and two members who are lawyers "asimi- 
lados" with the rank of general. The lawyer members of the 
Counoil, draw up the sentence in turn. 

Once the sentence is signed by the Supreme Council it is 
sent to the Executive Power----- which if the right of cardon 
accorded by the Constitution is not exercised------ orders 
sentence to be complied with. 

There is a Code of ifilitary Justice sanctioned by Congress 
(page 432-528). This Code has three parts----- one deals 
witn the Organization of the War Counoils, Judges of Instructim 
and counsellors at law(Judge Advocate, Cowmoil Advocates, 
Attorney, General of Supreme Council, etc). The second part 
deals with procedures und the third with offenses and their 
penalties. 

There is also a Regulation on Faults against Discipline and 
their penalties dictated btythe Executive Power. This Regu- 
lation aocompanies this report.

it does heavy work with more rapidity then can those yards. 
There are two dry dooks; and floating dry dook for the Har- 
bor of Buencs Aires recently finished in Germany w1i11 be 
available in tne near future. Does much conmercial work. Is 
the seat of the School of Uechanics and of the School of Radi: - 
telegrapny. \ 

It has always been the plan thet Darsena Norte weuld be 
turnad over to the Ministry of Public Works when the other 
Acsenal of the Republic shceuld be surficiently dev-loped. 

The acvpropriaticns for the Navy are s0 smell, hovever, that 
such dévelopment is remote. 

The foliowing quotations from former reports of the 
Minister of Marine give a general idea of the state of Darsena 
Norte relative to preperedness for war. 


Report 1916-1917. " Ddérsena Norte is our arsenal of largest 
capsuoity for building and repairing vessels of the Navy; but, 
as is well known, large vessels such as our most powerful 
naval units normally oannot get into this port. In former 
reports menticn has been made that tne nev harbor developments 
should include fitting: the cutsice seawall for mooring vessels 
under repair. 

The dry docks have been continuously in use all the 

yesr for merchant vessels when not used by wen-of-war. This 
service hus beer more satisfactory than in 1915, and weuld 
have been more . satisfactory even ana advantegeoua haa the 
tariffs been reduced in a form more favorable to the Govern- 
ment. Such e project has already been laic before the House of 
Deputies. The two docks are entirely insufficient, and i 
sheuld be augmented by a floating dock for tne sualler vessels.

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In addition to the Darsena Norte docking facilities there 
are six privately owned rm rine railways in tiie port of Buenos 
Aires, the largest huvins e lifting curacity of 1300 tons. 
The Ministry of Public Works has in Buencs Aires turee 
floating cranes 35.60 and 100 tons reppectively. These 
latter are in occasions] use at Ddrsena Norte for heavy 
lifting. 

The depth of water in the channels and in the port of 
Buenos Aires depends upon the state of the River Plate and 
upon the winds. Twenty eight feet may be considered tne 
mexinun under orninavy conditions; and then vessels drawing 
more than 25 feet may expect ta rest in the mud ulongside the 
docks at low water. 

A livt of ‘the machine tools in the suops is appended hereto. 

The only feature of interest to the American Navy is the 
excellent School of iechanics at tuis Yard----a Sohool where 
the machiniss,, tie electricians, the ordnance and torpedo 
machinists for the Navy ars trained. These boys are given 
a four year course in mechanic arts and in their specialty. 
The result of this long and thorough course is an excellent 
body of mechanics, and the excellence of the operation and 
care of muchinery of the Argentine Navy is due to this School.

Pusrte tlite>. Twenty years ago, when the site ~as seleot— 
ed for a future naval bas?, the fsround consisted of marsnes and 
shifting sand dunes. After the first few shacks had been 
erected, so much trouble was experienoed, from sand drifted by 
the wind against the houses, that it beoame apparent that repair-—- 
ing machine tools would be considerably affected. Upon the 
advioe of the Italian engineer Luiggi ( who built tne dry dooks) 
@ shrub oalled tamarisk was imported from Norway and protective 
hedges of this bush set out. (Any branch of the tamarisk will 
take root when cut and stuck in the ground. ) Euoalyptus and 
pine trees were later planted and now the drifting of the sunds 
has been stopped, a surfsos sail accumulated, and the site trans- 
formed into a very desirable one. The Yard still naintains 
a nursery for shrubs and young trees, and through this a-vehoy 
much of the surroundings country is being reolaimed. 

The approved development of Puerto Milita id as yet but 
half finisned. There remains the construction of the still-water 
basin and the ereotion of further shops and foundries to allow 
quick repairs and alterations of any kind of a job; tne ereotion 
of planes and power handling appliances at the new dzy dook, 
and further quarters for officers and men.

The Co: st Defense System of Puerto iMlitur at presant con-~ 
sists of 7 batteries numbered 1 to 7. - 4 

Nos. 1 and 3 are between Punta Tejada and Balsa Chica, and 
lie in front of the line of batteries, 3 to 7. These two 
batteries have emplacements only for 24 centimeters, Krupp 
puns, 55 caliber. 


The other & batteries, 3-7 are on the coast line between 
Punta Tejada and Punta Anola. 

These batteriss are manned by the naval service whose 
barracks are in the oantral position in their Tear, and about 
one mile from the nearest fort, but sleeping accomodations are 
provided within a few yards of each buttery, and a small guard 
always remains in these places. 

The description of the forts or batteries is given 

by numbers: 


Fort No.7? situated on the seashore just west of nameless 
point. . All thut can be seen from the bay is the sea-wall 
about 500 yards lon and perhaps 10 feet high. On this 
Were earth ramparts with shrubs; the tops of some houses and 
a flag-staff with yard can be seen in the interior, but no 
guns are visible. 


Fort No.6 situated neerly on2 mile east of "Tripod 65 feet 
high, visible 10 to 30 miles". It is within 300 yards of the 
shore, and has a command of about 30 feet. As fur as can 
be seen, the fort consists of 5 large blooke of conorete 
between gach of which is a gun.

The masonry is built or faced with granite fro. Tandil quarries. 
The gun platform has a brick floor. The roofs of the traverses 
which are sleped down frcm the senter and provided with lighten- 
ing conductors, and the front of the parapet are cemented; they 
present a dirty white or grayish appeurance in sunlight.

The observing staticn of the comuandant of the group of 
Batteries 5,6 and 7 is a conspiouous lizht iron lattice tower 
about 60 to 70 feet high, situated on the orest of &@ sandhill 
about 600 yards west of Battery 5. The tower is painted a 
dull red colour. The full str-ngth of the personnel of 
Batteries 3 to 7 is suid to be 133 of all ranka. 


The barracks of the artillery( Artillerfa de Costa) batta~ 
lion are situated at the railway station between K. 13 anc 14 
iumediately on the north side of the line.

Water is luid on to the barracks and batteries frem Puerto 
Wilitar; tuis, in its turn, is brought from the Sauce Grande 
River by means of a pipe line whioh runs vie Grunbein, and 
for most of the way follows the northern or eastern fence of 
the railway track Grunbein-Puerto Militar. 


Both in and around the Puerto litlitar cantonment, and at 
the Batteries and barracks, Artesian wells have been erected. 
Fair, fr :sh water oan now be obtained near the batteries, 
betveen the 13th anc 1&th Kilometers,generally at a depth 
of 5 meters. On the other hand, water in the Puerto iMiliter 
Cantonment 16 still brackish down to 200 meters; down to that 
depth, it contains about 12 per mil of sodium salt, but, be- 
low that depth the w:cser is fresh. 


In the basement of the Torre de Virilancia in the arsencl 
there are fresh water tanks which contain a reserve of 15 
days for the Navy; A pipe line connects the tanks with the 
harbor. . 

The lighting of the barracks, batteries, and eto., is by 
eleotrioity, the power being brought from Puerto Militar. 

The extreme eastern limit of the submarine defences is be- 
lisved to be a line drawn from Monte Hermoso to Baliza de Punta 
Lobos. This lina passes to the west of the Bahia Blanca Lignt~ 
snip. The extent of actual or intended mine defences is not 
known. 


It is understood that besides the main buoys and lighted 
channel from tne light-ship to Puerto Belgrano there exists at 
least one other practicable Channel. The seoond ohannel is 
probably the Canal del Sur immediately to the south of the main 
onannei. 

The defences desoribed do not appear to be sufficiently 
stzong, complete or modern fer their purtcose. It is not known 
Whether batteries of light Q.F. guns for usa against torpedo 
boats and destroyers actually exist. The land batteries unless

The object of the Argentine Haval Scnool is te prepare young 
Argentines for the oareer of the line, and engineer officers for 
the Navy. 


The number cf midshipmen is regulated eact: year in the Naval 
Appropriation Bill of Congress as reocumended by the Minister of 
Jarine and depends on tbe vacancies in the services. Examinations 
for entzsance take place at tna Naval School and by Sub-Committze 
4f ordered at various Provinoial capituls, the third Monday in 
Deozmber. 


The duration of the courses of study is as follows: 


a) For line officers, 4 years at Naval School and one cruise 
aboard the Trainin; Ship of about a year's duration. 


») For engineer officers, 3 sahool years and one year applica- 
tion aboard ship, and after passing the final examination 
end of the service us engineers d$rd class. 


The candidate who passes the entrance examination enters 
the Preparatory School and is attached to the Naval School, as a 
Prevaratory Cudet for one year, after which, if he passes, he 
enters the Nuvel Sohool as a cadet, and holds this title until 
he oompletes the ccurse. At the end of the Sth yeur, if he 
passes, he is warranted as a Midshipman. 


Kach citizen who enters the Schocl must formally promise 
to serve six years in the Naticnal Navy after leaving the Naval 
School and during the period he cannot request to leave the Navy. 
In case a Midshipman is dismissed at any time, the time he reas 
gerved will be oredit:d to his obligatory service. 


To enter the Naval Scnool the following four conditicns 
are indispensable:

"The Aruy a6 @ Vast workshop, which, “hen well oxganizec, 
us far es per.onnel and material ure concerned, when there ie 
& sustuined contact betWeun tha Conmunders und troops, shoulda 
function normally to the end of the wilitury prepuredness of 
the country, in order to provide everythin; necessary for na- 
tional defense. : 

If but one of the concurrent elements ise lacking,equili- 
orium is losat,and the mschine ne lonzsr functions ,or works 
badly to the detriment cr the service, . the instruction of 
the troops.and rendsrsa useless the etforts of the State to 
maintain this conpliczted mechaniom. 

It is therefore fundamental to take special care of this 
machanisu, and from this poiutl of view, let us take a glance 
at our present stute of military prevarzdness. 

Tne organizaticn of the subaltern personnel, certainly 
is not an it-nl one, due te already wsll knovn causes, axong 
wuich,and principally, is the unsatisfactory method of obliga- 
tory service. It is true tnat at long intervals certain 
reforns are introduced; the number of men inoorporated into 
the army are gradually incre ssed. Yet a11 this does not begin 
to approach an efficient basis for large mobllizaticns. 

The cuvelry bus not the number of units necesaury to 
comply with the most eleuentary requirements of its celloate 
mission for exploration purposes. Furthermore it lacks a proper 
prior knowledge of the terrain,as the garrisons are situated 
fer frou the frontiers, and in some cases 1* veuld seem to 
be vouBlavecu of more iiportance to keep guard of our sea- 
coast, as if cavalry must needs be used in complic.ted coopera— 
tion with the navy. 

Our artillery, with its nominal 4 divisional batteries, 
completed by three of howitzers in the 8nd Region; to mounted 
batteries in the 3rd and 4th Regions; and 3 of mountain artil- 
lery in the 4th and Sth Resions do not meet the most elementary 
requirements of a mobilization. The divisional brigades 
should bave an effeotive ocmpesition of 2 regiments, without 
prejudice of forsation of howitzer and mountain artillery 
units to ba ad.cd in the future. The number of mounted 
batteries limits the aotion of this speoial service, attached 
to the indepanient cavalvy(to be organizad) and only on two 
eventugl fronts for operations. 

This and other ociroumatances are all tne more inedhissible, 
inesmuch as other South Amerioan. countries have already faced 
und solved these problems in a definite and deoisive mamer.

It vould be painful to entar inso furtucy details proving 
our lamentable milit.ry situation. Our Army is not what it 
shoula or could be, us its erowth io dutinctely related to 
the exgansion of naticnal wealti., the interects of whien must 
be sufeguerdes &cainot surprices always aisarzr2eatle on. not 
lisnossibie. 

What te tne reason of this a,rarent egathy wulon ve show, 
ana which has ulways cost nutions so deurly ? 

Certainly the Aruay officers snoulu not be blameu, for touay 
cre than over are tney aevotec to tiie dcuble task of in- 
structing the annual classes of conscripts, and exercising 
tneuselves in preparztory activities to sssume ccmiand. Tide 
latter, however, h.s unfortun:taly no further field of aotion 
than tne eleuentary exevcis s of the recruits in the per- 
manent units, and din the trai-ing of officers and sub-officers 
(nen-co:ia) in the respective schools; and in tne perfectinz 
of the work of office:s ana fieli officers in the Vsr Sonools. 
Occasionally the soluticn of elementory problems on already 
too well known terrain is undertaken, 

It is considered essential and urgent to oomelete these 
scholastical exercises with grand manoeuvres, involving 4 
practicul solution of problews within a givan time, and on 
unknown und verisd terrain, and under olrowastanc -a st lest 
similar to those of eventual mobiiization. 

The practicsl results of the manoeuvres of 1914 sneuld not 
be forgotten. As at th.t time, we weula be ina soplticon 
40 gauge weaknesses und defiolencies in traiiing. 

It is understood that this "finish" of the army instruction 
should be annual, just it oenserlrticn is annual, for only 
thus will tie real characteristics cf our military preparedness 
be made evident. " 
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On various occasions, the Exzcutive Pover has signi- 
fied to Your, Hinors the impracticability of further a’ plioa- 
tion of gome”ot Baw No.2¢675, which are considered contrary 
to the properly und-=ratood interests of the Arwy. Tovards 
the end of the ordinary period of gessious of last year, Y.H. 
sanotioned Law # 11.079, by virtue of which the retirement 
of certain officers was suspended. Otherwise, these officers 
in spite cf having been neelared eligible for promotion, were 
obliged to retire to make roou for the promotion of younger 
officers. 

Law 11.079,by suspending the application of Item d 
of Art.60 of Law 2675,whicn obligeza the Executive Power to 
annually place on the retired ligt a nunber of officers, who 
possessed the physical, intellectual and moral qualities to 
continue their careers effioiently, hus brourht satisfaction 
and contentment to these officers. 

Other fundamental changes which the Executive Power 
ocngiders necessary will be introduced during the present 
period of ordinary sessions. 


In pursuance of its intention to gradually organize 
the basic units, planned by the General Staff, the Executive 
Power ordered the organization of Group 3 of Mounted frtillery, 
with a provisional seat in the oity of Cérdoba, and the four 
squadrons of three regiments of cavalry on @ peace organzation 
of the first and second divisionof tne Army. 

A battalion with a larger number of men has been formed 
with the troops charged with the custody of the war arsenals, 
in order that said battalion ‘could take complete charge of 
the service in the war ars=2nals without huving reoourse to 
outside troops,as was the case up to the year 1916. . 

The battalion in training at the Firing School, has 
bean reinforced with the intention that the officer students 
and those who are taking the ‘information course" may becone 
familiar with the oommand of men and the solution of tactical 
problems which arise. 


The work of the Ganeral Staff of the Army has been made 
manifest by a series of initiatives which have taken tho shape 
of numerous and importent works related, the majority of then, 
to the fundamental problems of our organization and military 
prepuration. 

At the present time the General Staff ie studying 2 plan 
for the fundamental reorganization of the high comnand of the 
Army, the principal object of which is to insure, in the most 
harmonious rossible manner, the preparation and trainin: of 


troops in times of peace, and the analytical study of the

The Executive Powsr, on bein: so reyguested to av by the 
Ministry of Vur,ana turcugye toe winictry of tue Interior, hus 
addresusd dtiself to tue Provincial Governuents seeking their 
cooperation. The object being to establisn, in tse briefest 
possitle time ana unuer tie best finunelal ccnditions, six 
aerial lines,wiicn,tazing as « starting point "El Palomar" would 
unite the Federal Capital with Possais, Corrientes,Jujuy, La 
Rioja, Mendozs, Puriicone and Ushuaia passing over the principal 
centres of population situated along tha routes mentioned. 

It was sufficient for tre plan to be announced for the 
Provincial Governnents to offer their cooperution and assistance. 
The benefits conferred by the establishment of the lines 
mentioned was pronptly acpreciated by saaia Governuents, and 
the Ministry of War wus offered plots of suitable grcund fcr 
the estabiishment of aerial stutions. The same offer was made 
by numerous private individuais showing tieilr generosity and 
patriotism. 

Once trese aerial lines are definitely estubliished, they 
can be used for civilian avietion, whicn will stimulete their 
development, with evident advantises for natiordl economic 
interests, as, with adequuce terrain for landins purroses, trans- 
port and aerial commerce Will surely beccme a reality in this 
country in @ more or les: nesr future. 

In consequence of the progress realized in armaments and 
tne development of the industry, a very great evolution hus 
taken place in the art of oombat of troops, who are provided to- 
day---in wost armies----with weapons unknown in warfare before 
1914. 

This tact presents the probl:m to Argentinw of the reorganiza- 
tion of our armed forces, with, it le believed shcula be under- 
taken with the double intenticn of looking after national 
interests and maintaining tre army on a footing of equality witr 
the most modern and best organized. 

The Executive Po er, avuits the deoided support of Y.E.

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The Chamber of Deputies is at present discussing modifi- 
cations to the Organic iWilitury Law of Argentina. 

It is stated tiat the Executive Power approves the modifi- 
cations presented in the Bill by Deputy Albarracf{n with the 
exception of a few detuils. 

The Bill is founded on the fact that in the army promo- 
tions have been made annually without there being vacancies, 
thus exceeding the total number of effectives provided for in 
Art.5 of Law 9675. 

In said law it is provided that there should be 54 
colonels in the Army and there are 78; 90 lieut.colonels and 
there are 149; 180 majors and there are 198. 

Nevertheless in spite of this enormous inorease in 
officers in the Army Register and in the Budget, there are not 
sufficient officers with troops. Many duties cannot be carried 
out due to lack of officers, this is specially notideable in 
the machine gun sections and aviation. 

Naturally this scaroity is explained by the faot that 
officers who are not promoted and do not retira have no special 
duty assigned to them in the line. : 

The new reece law under disoussion---which in essence 
is but a modificat 8? the Promotion law----has received the 
general approval of officers---though it is believed that it 
has not been thoroughly studied. 

The proposed modifications include an inorease in the 
total number of officers, changes in qualifications for pro- 
motion, not only covering professional effioienoy of officer, 
but also in manner of classification. Furthermore, this bill 
provides for certain officers being retired within a stated 
tearm, and others to be promoted. 

Concerning the inoreased number of officers, bill provides 
for 14 Generals of Brigade(Brigadier Generals) instead of the 
13 given in Law 9675,at present in foroe; 65 colonels instead 
of 54; 165 lieut.colonels instead of 90; 390 majors instead of 
180; 393 oaptains instead of 3324; 393 Ist lieutenants instead 
of 315; 415 ldutenants instead of 252; and 375 sub-lieutenants 
instead of 189. A proportional: inorease is made in the 


- non-commissioned officers' register. 


Respecting qualifications for promotions, this new law 
would change completely tmss established per Art.60 of Law 
9675 to be replaced by the following: 

Eligible for promotion: Eligible to continue carrying out 
functions of present rank, and ineligible for same. The 
latter must immediately go on the retired list with pension 
corresponding to years of service. 

Also a.-new scale of seniority is established for promotion 

in the various ranks: 

Promotion to lieut. seniority of 2 years as sub-lisutenant.

Respecting eliminations the law under discussion pro- 
vides that from the lst of January 1928, officers from the 
gerade of major who have been 10 years in their post without 
being promoted, shall be retired witn the full salary corzv2s~ 
ponding to their rank. Those who have been in the s-rvice for 
30 years shall receivs a bonus of 20% on their salary.

(a) The Armentine promotion laws are similar to those for —™ 
the Mecioal Corps of the United States Army excenvt that service 
for promotion is conuputed by years in grades instead of to*al 
years of commissioned service. 


(b) Under paragraph "Eligible for promotion" of revort #3435, 
the number of years opposite each grade is the minimum length 
of time an officer is required to serve in that grade.

2025-1¢¢ U.1.8., dated August 2g, 
1S1 attached h:reto are tiblen covering the pay for Army 
officers, non-oommissicned officers, officers and non-commissicn- 
ed efficers on the retired list and pensions to dependants; 
pay of "asimilados" and enlisted men. Also pay of musicians and 
artesans in the Army. 


It will be noted that tne pay cf the Army cfficer, which 


on starting, his career, is slightly less than tht of the 
corresponding grade in the United Stetes Army, as his services 
increase the edvantares accrue, and re-ch their maximum on 

the officer's retirement. 

Attention is particularly invited to the retirement 
pay as given in the Scale of Pensions. An officer after 35 
years servios retires on 100% of his ray, as given in Column 
(3) in Army Puy for Officers. For instance, a colonel after 
35 years service, receives the aquivalent in United Stats 
money of $551.86, while a colonel in the U.S. Army but $312.50 
a difference of 1239.36. 

Concerning the compositicn of ration and cost of 
seme, date on the latter item only hus been obtainable. There 
4a nothing available on plan of mobilization, and a proros of 
numbor of troops th.t cculd at once be equippea from equipment 
on hand, attention is invited to Report #34659, dated September 
39,1921, wherein some valuable information dealing directly 
with the subject was forwarded.

On his return to Paris, Gen ral Manrein expressed his opinicn 
of the Arzentine Army as follows: 

"The imputation that the Ar entine Army is yro-German I have 
found to be exaggerated. Undoubtedly the German helmet, and equip- 
ment and the German goose step did not impress me favorably, and the 
goose step seemed most exotio and artificial in Argentina. The 
Argentine soldiers,with their markedly national type, warching like 
Germans make a strane impression on one, and I asked myself why 
Argentina still copies the mannerisms of the Army we have defeated. 
Hovever,these are but details, and I do not believe the Arny is 
pro-German at bottom. ' 

There is in the Argentine Army an excellent human element, but 
materiul leaves wuch to be desired, and subtracts much from she 
efficiency of n=ti.nal defence. It is not my pluce to say whether 
or not the Army is at the same level as its country, but I can and 
do affirm thut the Chilian and Brazilian armies are supericr to 
th.t of Argentina inasmuch as material and trainin: are conc -rned. 

Ar venting wust get seriously to work and have an Army as good 
a8 that of uer neighbors. Nowhere did I notice hostility against 
Argentina, but Argentina gave me the impression of beine a country 
with a more pacific outlook than her neighbors and the other 
Sountries of South America.

A special clause in said law 
provided that the cadre of officers should be regularly 
organized by 1921---or in five years time----hovwever, the 
application of this law has not produced tne desired results.

The following is a brief summary of contents of "Memoria 
del Departamento de Guerra Presentada al Honorable Congreso 
Nacional Correspondiente al afio 1921-32" (Report of War De- 
partment presénted to Congress). 


"The General Staff of the Army during the year 1921 has 
accomplished much important work inoluding publication of 
regulations ‘Railroad Transport in War time'; the Review 
entitled 'The Argentine Soldier' etc. The work of Argentine 
Military Attaches abroad has been excellent, many fine reports 
having been submitted. 


"Superior School of War has also done good work. The 
lst,2and and Srd Cours2s and Sohool for Captains have funotion- 


ed very successfully. 


"Army Divisions. The seleotion of conscripts and the 
constant improvement among officers and sub-officers has 
contributed largely to better work. The lack of a budget 
made neceesary the premature disoharge of the oonsoript 
Class, and this also impeded holding manoeuvres and exercises 
on a large scale. 

The lack of barracks has been greatly felt, but with the 
funds which have now been voted, it is hoped that this long 
felt want will be overcome. 


"®he General Direction of Personnel has dealt with a large 
variety of matters, and lent great assistanoe in connection 
with modifioations and changes in regulations. 


"The General Direction of Arsenals has studied plans to 
install in the country arms,munitions,and powder planta . 
and it is believed that the problem will soon be satisfactorily 
solved. Considsrable inspection work has also been carried 
out. The School for Meohanios has shovn good progress 
and 38 students graduated from the Sth year. At present these 
are employed at the Esteban de Luca Arsenal. The prestige the 
sohool has acquired is demonstrated by the fact that for 51 
vacancies there were 350 applications during the year. 

One of the problems whioh also demands urgent solution in 
conneotion with this sohool is the sending of the best 
students to the United States, which apart from inoreasing 
the prestige of the sohool, will permit of the observation 
of methods used in the States, their application in our 
workshops, and the unquestionable benefit of being familiar 
with new systems of industrial progress. 


"The General Dirsstion of Administration has been much 
hampered in its work by the lack of a Budget Law this year. 
Nevertheless considerable savings were affeoted, and many 
purchases made of materials which had been worn out byfair 
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"General Direction of Engineors. The lst Division has 
contributed to the study of numerous matters referring to 
aviation, wireless and railways, endeavoring to facilitate 
the development of these specialties as applicable to the 
Army. At present the General Direction is concentrating 

on the vast programme made out for the forthcoming year in- 
asmuoh as cons+ruction of new barracks and quarters is con- 
cerned. 

The lst Battalion of Railwaymen for the first time since 
ite organization has been engaged in practical work pertaining 
to its speciality,viz: it has cooperated in tie construction 
of the line from Rosario de Lerma to Huaytiquine, doing good 
work. 


"Aeronautical Service of the Army. Its organization has 
been the same as during the year 1921. In the Militery 
Aviation Scnool much progre.:s has been made, and the Army 
has had its first group of military aviation offic:rs and 
non-commissioned offioer-pilots, {netructed in all branches 
of aviation in accordance with the latest progres. 


"Wireless Service of the Army. This service is destined 
to have great development in this country, where economical 
communications are imperative and huze distances must be 
bridged. During the year, the latest wireless telegraph and 
telephone apparatus were received from the Marconi Co., and 
many experiments were carried out testing modern wireless 
material for communications. 


"General Direction of Firing and Gymnastics. More activity 
was noted at the firing ranges in 1921 than in 1922. The 
total number of persons frequenting the stands was 255,576 as 
against 216,459 in ‘the previous year. The consumption of 
Mauser cartridges was 4,153,086, while in 1930 only 3,845,190 
cartridges were used. 


"Geographic Military Institute. During the year 1921 
4{mportant work has been acoomplished in the provinces of 
Mendozg, Santa Fe, Entre Rios and Corrientes. The treaty 
on triangulation of the Uruguay River celebrated in Maroh 
19228, will permit of work being commenced in the ourrant 
pear. The Map Division having finished printing the 
Map of Communications of the Republic prepared another edition 
of another character (essentially military containing the 
territorial military divisions.
